EDITORIAL PAGE 
A Trial Will Tell 


Opponents of the County system may not 
all be impelled by ulterior motives, as the 
ministér has indicated in a recent broadcast. 
It is conceivable that, contrary to Mr. Ger- 
hart’s opinion, some of those criticizing the 
government for introduction of the ~County 
system of local government in Alberta do so 
with the best interests of the province and 
its people in mind. 

We recall there always has been opposi- 
tion to every new idea. Prophecies of the 
worst disasters befalling us have been made 
along with introduction of any new govern- 
mental reform. But in four short years we 
should:know, by the experience of those areas 
giving the County system a trial, whether or 
not the system is sound or pregnant with 
error. 

The measurement of success, by the way, 
will be assessed through the eyes of the rate- 
payer — common John who pays the taxes. 
Lest we forget, he is the important factor 
whose interests must be served by provincial 
minister, government, municipal council and 
school ‘trustees. 


Test-Tube Babies 


Since doctors a few years ago thought of 
borrowing the artifical insemination idea 
from cattle breeders and trying it with 


human beings, the subject has been one of 
increasing popular interest. Exact statistics 
on how widespread the practice has become 
are impossible to obtain, because practically 
no lady who produces a test-tube baby 
rushes to tell the reporters about it. 

But there seems to be no doubt that con- 
siderable human artificial insemination is 

, going on; and there isn’t any doubt whatever 
that under some circumstances it can raise 
many a fascinating legal problem. 

For example: the man in the case as a 
general rule never sees the woman, and 
neither of them knows who the other is. All 
that is certain about identities in the typical 
instance is that he is not her husband. 

Suppose, then some question arises con- 
cerning adultery. Somebody involved in the 
transaction might be technically guilty of 
that, assuming anyone wanted to bring the 
matter into court. But who would the guilty 
party be? 

Certainly not the husband. How about 
the other man—the donor, as he is called— 
who never saw the woman or heard her 
name? It would seem a little unjust to call 
him an adulterer. 

An argument on the subject came up 
the other day in the British House of Lords, 
Viscount Jowitt, Lord Chancellor and one 
of Britain’s most respected legal authorities, 
arrived at the opinion that — hold your 
breath, now—if anybody could be charged 
with adultery in a test-tube baby case it 
would be the doctor who performed the arti- 
ficial insemination. The Chancellor added 
that he would welcome a court test. 

You take it from there. That’s as far 
as we can follow this grimly ironic specula- 
tion for the moment. 


Christian Love 


Christian love is the only kind of love 
in which there is no rivalry, no jealousy 
among the lovers of art; there is jealousy 
among the lovers of song; there is jealousy 
among the lovers of beauty. The beauty of 
natural love is its monopoly, its power to 
say, “It is mine.” 

But the glory of Chrisian love is its re- 
fusal of monopoly. 

The spiritual artist—the man who paints 
Christ in his soul—wants no solitary niche 
in the temple of fame. He would not like to 
hear any one say: “He is the first in his 
profession; there is not one who can hold the 
candle to him.” He would be distinguished 
in his profession of Christ, marked out as a 
solitary figure. The gladdest moment to him 
will always be the moment when the cry is 
heard, “Thy brother is coming up the lad- 
der also; thy brother will share the in- 
heritance with thee.”

Wanted: 
One New Calendar

Hach year about this time our offices are “load- 
ed” with new calendars. They are all shapes and 
sizes, some with pretty pictures and some without. 
Some we can hang up in plain view and others we 
don’t dare expose. 

All calendars have this in common—it is abso- 
lutely necessary to have one around if you want to 
know on what day your birthday comes, or if Easter 
is observed in March or April, or to answer any 
one of scores of other baffling riddles for which 
the calendar is responsible. 


WORLD CALENDAR 
The last advocate to really accomplish anything 
in Calendar Reform was Pope Gregory XIII, who 
devised our present-day calendar in 1582. After con- 


siderable objection, particularly 
from Protestant England, it was 
adopted throughout the World. 

The Pope's calendar was a big 
improvement over the previous 
one, but compared to the World 
Calendar suggested by Miss Betty 
Achelis, and reproduced on this 
page, is a time wasting, ambi- 
guous monstrosity that should 
without further delay be banish- 
ed from our walls. In 1956 New 
Year’s Day, according to the old 
as well as the new Calendar will 
fall on Monday. Thereafter, we can be certain that 
New Year’s will fall on Monday of every year, 
if we adopt the new calendar. 


U.N. APPROVES 
A great majority of nations in the U.N. have 
already approved the new calendar, which elimi- 
nates any guess-work as to what day in the week 
a date falls on. If your birthday is, say, August 


22nd, you'll know it will fall on Wednesday every 
year. There are 365 days in the ordinary year; 366 
in Leap years. The World calendar makes exactly 
52 weeks in a year, with one day extra out of 365 
which has no place in any week and is just 
designated as a holiday. 

Only a few minor religious groups, such as Sev- 
enth Day Adventists oppose the new calendar. As 
in the days of Pope Gregory XIII, though, I sup- 
pose most religious leaders will agree that it isn’t 
the precise date on which a holiday falls, but the 
significance we attach to it that counts. 


BOON TO BUSINESS 
A standard calendar that would be the same, year 
after year, would be a boon to business. No more 
costly calculations of how many business days in 
a certain month or quarter to arrive at comparative 
financial statements. There would be an equal num- 


ber of business days in each quarter, every year, 
and each three months’ period would have exactly 
91 days. 

School authorities wouldn’t be bothered by the 
bugaboo about when to start school terms due to 
holidays like Labor Day floating up and down in 
the week. Labor Day would be Monday, September 
4th every year. Christmas and New Year's would 
also come on Monday of every year. 

July 1st falls on Sunday in the new calendar, but 
would be observed Monday, which admittedly is 
the best day in the week for a public holiday, giving 
a long week-end to most people. 

In 1956, if commonsense prevails in international 
affairs, it should be possible for the United Nations 
to adopt the new calendar on behalf of every nation 
of the world. 

Let’s hope so.

Schools, municipal affairs and hospitals would all be ad- 
ministered by one council and arrangements for financing 
them and serving their needs would be co-ordinated in an area 
that adopts the County Act, the Hon. C. E. Gerhart, minister 
of municipal affairs and provincial secretary, stressed in a 


recent broadcast. 

Copies of the broadcast have 
been published and are _ being 
available to officials and organiz- 
ations or any citizens interested 
in the county system of local self 
government, 

The voluntary character of the 
act was stressed by the minister 
who pointed out that it must be 
requested before it could be given 
to an area that the ratepayers 
would have the right to vote for 
or against it after a trial period 
of four years. bd 

The County Act would establisn 
municipalities at a size that the 
government believes would be 
suitable and practical under mod- 
ern and future conditions the min- 
ister stated. He pointed out that 
since local government started in 
Alberta the size of the local mu-

nicipality had been changing 
steadily towards larger sized units. 
The new act would establish them 
permanently. 

Adoption of the County Act in 
an area would remove the dupli- 
cation of local self government 
by different bodies working inde- 
pendently of each other and often 
at cross purposes. Mr. Gerhart 
pointed out that at present the 
municipal council may carry 
through road construction with- 
out any knowledge of where the 
school board is planning new 
schools and school vans. Hospital 
boards also find that roads to hos- 
pital centres are not maintained. 

In some places, said Mr. Ger- 
hart, there has been so much dif- 
ference of opinion between these 
different elected bodies that 
school boards have sued munici- 
palities to get money they need 
for schools. Under the County Act 
responsibility for public works, 
schools and hospitals would be on 
one responsible local government. 
It would have at least three com- 
mittees and no committee could

dominate the council. 

Under this plan, said Mr. Ger- 
hart, the interests of the taxpay- 
ers as a whole would come ahead 
of the interests of any one partic- 
ular branch of local government. 

A school district at present may 
be short of money and forced to 
borrow while the municipality 
has an unspent surplus of reserves 
from tax sales, some of which 
represents school tax arrears. The 
County Act will place all money 
at the disposal of any need in the 
municipality. All parts of the 
school division will receive the 
same service because the school 
division area will coincide with the 
area of the municipality. 

Outlining how the County Act 
would work Mr. Gerhart said that 
the boundary of the school divi- 
sion and municipality would be 
the same and the county would be 
about the size of the present 
school divisions. Both school board 
and present council would be dis- 


solved and there would be a new .
